Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine  was,  as  far  as  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  rural  district 
of  Stone,  an  exceptionally  favourable  year.  No  serious  epidemic  has  occurred  in  the  area  and  our 
births  exceed  our  deaths  by  a  larger  figure  each  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  the  provision  of  water,  sewage  disposal  and  the  problem 
of  housing  the  people  is  under  constant  review.  The  full  effect  of  the  plans  made  this  year  will  not 
be  seen  until  perhaps  1952,  but  our  task  will  not  be  complete  until  every  house  has  a  piped  water 
supply,  modern  lighting  and  heating  and  reasonable  sewage  disposal.  In  the  country  with  houses 
so  widely  separated  as  in  Stone,  this  is  neither  cheap  nor  easily  accomplished. 

The  atmospheric  pollution  research  at  Meaford  continues  and  a  separate  report  has  been 
published. 

I  have  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Power  Station  every  help  and  encouragement, 
and  I  am  sure  that  a  friendly  liaison  of  this  sort  will  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  problems 
of  atmospheric  pollution,  which  we  are  both  anxious  to  solve. 

I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Hawkes  and  his  assistants  for  their  ever-willing  and 
efficient  help,  and  to  your  good  selves  for  your  interest  and  support.

These  samples  are,  of  course,  taken  from  the  Council’s  own  Public  supplies  together  with 
private  supplies,  springs  and  wells.  Progress  is  still  being  maintained  where  existing  pump  and 
well  supplies  are  polluted  in  connecting  such  premises  served  by  these  water  supplies,  to  the  public 
mains. 


Water  Supplies 

The  question  of  serving  premises  with  a  piped  supply  of  water  in  the  Fulford,  Moss  Gate, 
Hilderstone,  Moddershall,  Stone  Heath,  Milwich  Heath  and  Garshall  Green  Areas  is  still  a  major 
problem.  A  similar  state  of  affairs  exists  in  the  Fair  Oak,  Greatwood  Heath  and  Walk  Mill  dis¬ 
tricts. 

However,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  major  part  of  the  area  in  the  north  of  the  district  will  be 
supplied  by  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  in  the  near  future. 

With  regard  to  the  Fair  Oak,  Greatwood  Heath  and  Walk  Mill  areas,  these  have  been 
included  in  the  Eccleshall  Extension  Scheme  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  supply  would  be  afforded 
to  these  areas  by  the  end  of  1950. 

The  question  of  supplying  water  to  the  village  of  Sandon  has  been  reviewed  in  the  light  that 
there  is  a  possibility  of  obtaining  a  supply  to  this  district  from  the  Stafford  Borough  Water  Main 
situated  at  Hopton  Heath. 

A  small  scheme  was  prepared  to  serve  the  village  of  Milwich  by  means  of  enlarging  the 
existing  reservoir,  and  it  is  hoped  that  approval  will  be  given  to  this  scheme  in  the  near  future. 

The  supply  to  the  village  of  Yarnheld,  which  is  served  by  means  of  five  stand  pipes,  has  been 
considered  unsatisfactory  for  the  needs  of  this  village  for  some  considerable  time,  and  as  a  result 
detailed  plans  were  prepared  in  order  that  water  could  be  taken  into  the  houses  by  means  of  pipes. 
This  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  for  their  consideration. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  whole  of  the  Barlaston  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  in  1949  and  the  question  of 
picking  up  the  individual  properties  within  the  Tittensor  and  Barlaston  Districts  has  been  proceeded 
with.  This  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  September,  1949,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  37 
properties  had  been  connected  to  the  new  sewerage  system,  and  it  is  anticipated  by  the  end  of  1950 
that  the  whole  of  the  premises  which  can  be  served  by  this  scheme  will  be  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  in  this  area. 


As  a  result  of  serious  nuisance  caused  by  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  20  houses  situated  on 
the  west  side  of  Sandon  Road,  Meir  Heath,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent 
Corporation,  a  sewer  was  laid  to  serve  these  premises  in  question  and  connected  to  the  City’s  main 
sewer  which  is  situated  on  the  boundary  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  and  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent 
area. 

Strong  representations  were  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  villages  of  Norton  Bridge, 
Saverley  Green,  Fulford  and  Yarnfieid  regarding  sewage  disposal.  Careful  consideration  was  given 
to  the  complaints  by  the  Council,  and  it  was  decided  that  sewage  schemes  should  be  prepared  for 
these  villages.  The  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  and  will  in  due  course  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  consideration. 


Public  Cleansing 

As  referred  to  in  my  previous  report,  the  Council  now  undertake  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  with  the  exception  of  the  township  of  Eccleshall. 
Consideration  is  being  given  by  the  Council  to  terminate  the  collection  from  the  township  of  Eccles¬ 
hall  by  contract,  as  it  was  felt  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  Council  to  undertake  the  collection  of 
refuse  from  Eccleshall,  together  with  the  collection  of  night  soil,  by  direct  labour.  Progress  is 
still  being  maintained  with  regard  to  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  into  water  closets  in  the 
Eccleshall  District. 


Camping  Sites 

During  the  year  1949  six  licences  were  granted  and  one  refused  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936.  Details  of  these  licences  issued  by  Parishes  are  shown  as  follows: —

No  unauthorised  camping  has  taken  place  in  the  district  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

There  are  two  authorised  camping  sites,  namely  the  Boys’  Scouts  Camp  at  Kibblestone  and  the  Girls 
Training  Corps  Camp  at  Cotwalton. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

% 

There  is  only  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  the  district.  This  bath  is  situated  within  the  Trentham  Gardens. 
Routine  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  Bath  and  all  samples  confirm  that  the  water  is  satisfactory  for  drinking 
and  bathing. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Further  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  under  the  Shops  Act  1912-1934  and  during 
the  year  57  inspections  have  been  made. 

Offices.  No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  but  two  premises 
have  been  cleansed  as  a  result  of  infestation  with  fleas. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

All  animals,  the  food  of  which  is  intended  for  human  consumption  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Central  Slaughter  House  at  Stone.  Meat  inspection,  therefore,  is  carried  out  by  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Knacker  Yards. 

There  are  three  licensed  Knackers’  Yards  still  in  operation  within  the  Stone  Rural  District. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  five  Bakehouses  (other  than  basement  bakehouses)  situated  within  the  district.  14  inspections 
have  been  made  of  the  premises  and  wer’e  found  to  comply  with  the  Factories  Act  1937  and  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1938. 


Ice-Cream.  Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  respect  of  premises  used  for  the  sale 
and  manufacture  of  Ice-cream  and  during  the  year  three  additional  premises  have  now  been 
licensed  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ices  only,  and  one  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream.  As  a  point 
of  interest  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  premises  which  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
is  a  factory  where  ice-cream  is  being  produced  under  ideal  conditions  both  as  regards  cleanliness 
and  the  very  latest  equipment.  Samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time  and  the 
majority  of  the  samples  have  fallen  in  grade  1  and  2  with  the  exception  of  one  case  where  this  was 
classified  as  grade  3.  As  a  result  of  this,  investigations  were  made  and  an  improvement  from  this 
particular  source  was  obtained. 

Petroleum  Acts 

During  the  past  year  58  Petroleum  Licences  were  issued.  These  licences  represent  a  total 
capacity  of  53,970  gallons. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

A  further  separate  Report  on  Atmospheric  Pollution  in  connection  with  the  Generating  Station 
at  Meaford  will  be  presented  when  additional  data  has  been  collected.
